At the November 11th 
township board meeting, the 
hiring of a part-time dispatch- 
er was delayed because of a 
question regarding hiring pro- 
cedure. Treasurer Adkins 
made a motion to table the 
matter because he was uncom- 
fortable with the prospect that 
the job was not posted by 
advertisement.

directed the police chief, in his 
motion, to seek more appli- 
cants and follow the policy 
that applied to the hiring of 
employees. 

There was several board 
members that spoke of the 
word “shall” in the policy 
rather than “must” and seemed 
to suggest that the word 
“shall” gave more discretion 
than the word “must” when it 
came to advertising the post- 
ing. 

Trustee Adkins advised the 
board that she remembers, 
when looking at this policy 
earlier in their term, that there 
was considerable discussion 
on the use of “shall” or “must” 
and it was agreed that “must” 


was too harsh of a word. 

Trustee Glaab indicated he 
did not want to “micro-man- 
age” the police department and 
the word “shall” was more 
flexible than the word “must.” 
He seemed prepared to accept 
the recommendation of the 
police chief but was willing to 
postpone the matter if the 
Treasurer felt it was important 
to do so. 

The supervisor advised the 
board that a committee did 
hold interviews and tested the 
applicants and that he also was 
comfortable with the chief’s 
recommendation. The supervi- 
sor allowed employee Ms. 
Krause to speak to the board 
and she advised that five peo- 


ple actually applied but that 
two did not show up for the 
written test and one of the 
remaining three did not show 
up for the oral exam. 

She urged the board to hire 
somebody because of the 
amount of overtime that was 
currently being paid. How- 
ever, she also emphasized that 
policy and procedures must be 
followed. While she did not 
address the issue of whether 
proper procedure was fol- 
lowed, she confirmed the in- 
terview board consisted of the 
supervisor, clerk, a police lieu- 
tenant and her. She also 
seemed comfortable with the 
process. 

So, it appears the board is 


convinced that at least one 
part-time dispatcher is needed 
and will eventually be hired. 
However, prompted by the 
treasurer’s concerns, agreed to 
re-post the position and adver- 
tise the position. It is hoped 
that this will result in more 
applicants. 

In other board business the 
supervisor recommended that 
Terry Nichols be appointed to 
the Telecommunications Com- 
mission and also recommend- 
ed that Larry Kittle be reap- 
pointed to the Historical 
Commission. Both recommen- 
dations were approved by the 
board.

gency, issued a proclamation call- 
ing the Legislature to meet in 
extra session on May 4, 1861. 
Before the time came for the 
Legislature to convene under this 
call, Fort Sumter had fallen and 
the whole country was ablaze 
with patriotism. Immediately 
after the President’s call for 
75,000 volunteers, the secretary 
of war sent to the governors of the 
loyal states a statement of the 
quote of troops each would be 
expected to furnish. Michigan 
was called upon for ten compa- 
nies of infantry (one regiment). 
On April 16, 1861, Governor 
Blair issued his proclamation call- 
ing for volunteers and directing 
the adjutant-general to accept the 
first ten companies offered. 

The same day the governor 
visited Detroit and met a number 
of the city’s representative citi- 
zens at the Michigan Exchange 
Hotel. He explained that the state 
had been called upon for one 
infantry regiment “Fully armed, 
clothed and equipped,” that the 
sum of $100,000 was necessary to 
comply with this demand, and 
that the state was without funds 
immediately available for the pur- 
pose. A resolution was adopted 
pledging the business interests of 
Detroit to loan the state $50,000 
and calling upon the citizens of 
the state to raise a similar amount. 

The words soared across the 
state of Michigan, the citizens 
answer with volunteers and fund 
for the war. Michigan did it by 
sending; 14 Regiments of In- 
fantry, seven Regiments of 
Calvary, six Battery of Artillery, 
two Companies of Sharpshooters, 
and two Companies of Provost 
Guard.
